The prior art fails to disclose a control device configured to autonomously 
transfer the control packet stored in the buffer device to a processing unit in a specific 
cycle when no control packet is received for a specific period, thereby preventing the 
processing unit from re-configuring a topology of a spanning tree, wherein the control 
device starts to transfer the control packet stored in the buffer device to the processing 
unit when the receiving device receives a control packet instructing transmission 
stoppage of the control packet.
